HOME MORTGAGE BILL UP 
IN HOUSE; DEBATE LIMITED 


Amendments Permitted; Final Vote 
Sought Today But It Is 
Doubtful.

WASHINGTON, April 27. — The 
House today began consideration 
of the administration’g $2,000,000,000 
home mortgage bill under rules 
that permit amendment, but limit 
general debate to one and one-half 
hours. Efforts are to be made for 
a final vote today, but it appeared 
doubtful. 

The bill, virtually the same as re- 
quested by President Roosevelt, re- 
peals the provision under the home 
loan act passed last year providing 
for direct loans to home owners by 
home loan banks.

JEFFERSON. CITY, April 27. — 
Restrictions on payments of sur- 
render values and policy loans 
which have been observed by life 
insurance companies generally in 
Missouri for several weeks were or- 
dered officially today by J. B. 
Thompson, State Superintendent of 
Insurance. 

The restrictions provide that pol- 
icy loans are not to be made, nor 
cash surrender values paid, except 
to pay premiums or obligations 
owed the insurance companies. Ex- 
ceptions are made that policy hold- 
ers may borrow up to $100 to meet 
necessary living expenses, and may 
borrow, or obtain the full cash sur- 
render value if funds are needed to 
pay taxes, mortgages, hospital, 
medical or funeral expenses. 

No restrictions are imposed on 
the payment of death or disabil- 
ity claims, matured policies or an- 
nuities. Under the regulations no 
company can pay dividends to 
stockholders v-hile the restrictions 
are in force. 

The restrictions apply also to 
funds deposited with the company, 
in the form of dividends left te ac- 
cumulate or otherwise. Exceptions 
under this heading are that inter- 
est on deposited funds may be paid 
when due, that the principal may 
be paid when due without the ex- 
ercise of the option of withdrawal; 
that payments may be made to car- 
ry out contracts now or hereafter 
in force; that the policyholder may 
withdraw up to 5 per cent of the 
amount each month (hot exceeding 
$200 a month) when there is a 
withdrawal option in the deposit 
agreement. Deposited funds may be 
applied against premiums or obli- 
gations owed the company. The 
restrictions are not to apply to fu- 
ture deposits.

While the insurance department 
acquiesced in their application in 
Missouri, it did not openly sanction 
them until today because of doubt 
of the legality of suck action. 
Thompson said today he had 
found legal grounds for ordering 
the restrictions in the so-called an- 
ti-discrimination law, which forbids 
insurance companies to discrim- 
inate among policy holders.

Most of the insurance companies 
operate in several states and have 
been subjected to varying restric- 
tions. It was to provide uniform 
restrictions that the convention of 
insurance superintendents pro- 
posed its set of rules.

Addison J. Throop, who resigned

Throop, who signed a waiver of 
immunity yesterday, repeated his 
intention today of “going all the 
way for the State in this matter,” 
without regard for threats made 
to members of his family by emis 
saries of persons incriminated by 
his story of the operations of the 
East Side tax graft ring. 

Throop Finishes His Story. 

At 12:30, when the grand jury 
recessed for luncheon, it was an- 
nounced that Throop had complet- 
ed his testimony and would not be 
'heard further for the time being 
unless it ——⸗ —— to recall 
him. 

During the ———— —— while 
he was in the grand jury room, the 
investigating body sent for the 
minutes of the Board of Review, 
apparently for study in connection 
with Throop’s statement. 

This afternoon the grand jury is 
to hear the testimony of John Cos- 
tello, clerk of the Board of Review;

WITNESSES ESCAPE 
. GOING TO JAIL 
Appellate Court Orders Re- 
lease After Judge Orders 


Them Held for Refusing 
to Answer. 


A fourth member of the jury 
which acquitted Paul A. Richards, 
lawyer, of the charge of kidnaping 
for ransom, was heid by the police 
today for questioning by the Cir- 
cuit Attorney. He was arresied af 
his home last evening, and re- 
mained in custody last night. 

Three members of the same jury, 
previously arrested, were released 


yesterday and Tuesday night on 
$5000 bond each, after the entry 
“suspected of bribery” had been 
made against their names. The 
fourth man arrested was booked 
differently, the entry being “held 
for Circuit Attorney.” 

The fourth juror arrested, who is 
held for $5000 bond, said to report- 
ers that he knew nothing of any 
jury bribery or attempt at bribery, 
and declared his arrest an outrage. 

“I served seven days on the Rich- 
ards jury and did my duty to the 
State,” he said. “I never saw any- 
body interested in the defense, out- 
side the courtroom.” 

As to details of the testimony, 
and the jury’s discussion, this jur- 
or said: 

“That Medlock testimony soured 
the whole jury. We stood 11 to one 
for acquittal at first, and were 
unanimous on the third ballot. The 
one juror who differed from the 
rest had his doubts about the $1000 
which Richards received. We took 
the view that the $1000 was either 
a legal fee or a bribe, and that we 
weren't trying Richards on a 
charge of bribery, but kidnaping.” 

Testimony of Medlock. 

Curtis Medlock, one of the late 
Alexander Berg’s kidnapers, who is 
now in the penitentiary, testified 
that, while Berg was being held by 
the kidnapers, he, Medlock, con- 
ferred with Richards at night in 
Fairground Park. Members of the 
jury, after the acquittal of Rich- 
ards, said they had agreed to dis- 
regard the Medlock testimony. The 
$1000 mentioned was paid to Rich- 
ards by Morris Levinson, attorney 
for the Berg family, after Levinson 
had received a note, written by 
Berg at the kidnapers’ dictation, 
telling him to engage Richards and 
pay him that sum. 

Richards, acquitted last May af- 
ter a jury disagreement at his first 
trial, is now defending a disbar- 
ment proceeding, filed by the city 
and State bar associations. The 
State Supreme Court is to hear ar- 
guments in the disbarment case 
May 24.

$1,595,087 IN STATE INCOME 
TAX ASSESSED ST. LOUISANS 


Total $145,099 More Than That of 
Year Ago, Although Bills De- 
creased 14 434. 

State income tax bilis, now being 
mailed to St. Louisans by Collector 
Koeln, show total taxes assessed on 
1932 incomes of $1,595,087, or $145,- 
099 more than was assessed for 
1931 incomes. The increase is ac- 
counted for by an increased tax 

rate. 


Taxes are payable from May 1 to 
June 1, after which a penalty of J 
per cent a month will be effective. 

The number of bills total 37,103, 
of which 35,763 are for individuals 
and 1340 for corporations. For 
1931, there were 51,557 bills—49,357 
for individuals and 2200 for corpo- 
rations. The 1932 tax on individ- 
uals is $1,038,523, and on corpora- 
tions, $556,563. The 1931 tax on 
individuals was $984,720 and on cor- 
porations, $465,267. 

Officials explain that the decrease 
in the number of bits is due to 
shrinkage of incomes. The new tax 
rate is on a graduated scale rang- 
—* from 1 per cent on incomes up 

to $1000 to 4 per cent on incomes 
above $9000. The former rate was 
a flat 1 per cent.

Ef- 
forts to collect two years’ taxes 
in 12 months were made, but failed, 
the pressure becoming so great that 
property owners began suits to an- 
nul the new assessment. Collec- 
tions were ‘delayed by injunctions. 

‘uer tax payers saw their neigh- 
bors under protection of injunc- 
tions escape payment and went on 
strike. The injunctions have long 
since been void, but meanwhile 
many small home owners have lost 
their properties by foreclosures. 
Receivers refused to pay until titles 
should be perfected. Many other 
small home owners, however, paid 
—uniless they: couldn't because of 
the depression. 

The financial recession, however, 
added to the general confusion. In 
addition it was charged there had 
been an orgy of spending by all 
municipal departments, including 
the school board. There were alle- 
gations that school payrolls, aside 
from the teachers’ had been inflat- 
ed, that excessive prices were paid 
politicans for school sites, and that 
other wasteful practices had been 
indulged in. 

When the money till finally ran 
dry tax warrants were issued and 
for a time there was little difficulty 
in cashing them at slight discounts, 
but the merchants, unable to re- 
finance them, finally stopped taking 


discount margins. For a year the 
banks handed out money on the 
warrants, as they were. certified 
against actual taxes due and legally 
assessed, but in recent months the 
question of ability to collect taxes 
complicated the situation. Attempts 
were made to induce the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
take the paper, but it declined un- 
less the banks gave their notes as 
a guarantee.

The Mystery of Sleep

y T is proverbial in medicine that:

“Runnymede, what shall I say, 
Bunker Hill? Shall I think of them 
as being engraven side by side in 
the annals of the American people 
and in the annals of the British 
people who have remained at 
home? . What a precious example 
lifting us both out of a narrow na- 
tionalism and enabling us _ to 
breathe the general and the gener- 
ous air of free men and free wom- 
en, inspired by moral ideals which 
they desire to apply to the solu- 
tion of the practical problems of 
life. 

“When I arrived at the White 
House I shook*hands with a host

who happened to be your Presi- 
dent, as a guest who happened to 
be the Prime Minister of Great 
Britain; when I left this morning, 
I shook hands with a host and a

great problems of the world. 

“Today, you all konw it, 
many are the influences of disrup- 
tion! ‘How many mouths whisper 
into your ears stories, ideas, sugges- | 
tions, that make for disruption‘ 

“You and I, my friends, you, the 
Pilgrims Society, I, as one who oc- 
cupits some little position of influ- 
ence, have to lay our heads to- 
gether, have to lay our minds to- 
gether, have to lay our consciences 
together to defeat those influences 
of disruption and to put in their 
place influences of co-operation and 
mutual help. 

“The business that has brought 
us together on this occasion is a 
very difficult business. We can 
talk lightly of it, but it is not going 
to be solved in a day. Your Presi- 
dent was perfectly right in suggest- 
ing to you that this is not one of 
the ordinary crises that nations go 
through. I am not at all sure, my 
friends, but that when you and I 
are dust, and when our grandchil- 
dren and our great-grandchildren 
look back upon these days through 
which we are living and striving to 
straighten out, it will not be an 
old chapter in our mutual histories 
that will be taken down by them to 
read of that story. It will be the 
beginning of. a new volume alto- 
gether. i 

“The world’s great age begins 
anew! Ah, how much you and I 
hope that those grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren of ours can add 
to that, “The golden years have re- 
turned, but whether that may be 
so or not, there we are, hosts and 
guest, pledged, I believe, pledged 
as deeply as honest men can pledge 
themselves, that by the blessing of 
God and by our use of our own 
courage and common sense, our 
great-grandchildren will be able to 
add that line about the returning 
golden age. 

Old Problem of Humanity. 


“It is an old problem. It is as 
old as the world. It is a problem 
of how to keep cupboards full. It 
is the old problem of how human 
beings with a mind that can think, 
with a conscience that can pass 
judgment on what is right and what 
is wrong, how such high forms of 
creation may be able to keep peace- 
fully evolving into greater and 
greater liberty and higher and higb- 
er happiness. 

“If they are thwarted, what can 
happen? The human being who is 
educated and\ who has a keen sense 
of right and wrong, who can feel 
grievances and by the very fact 
that he feels grievances, is differ- 
entiated from the brute creation— 
we must stake him as our prize. We 
must make him feel that society is 
a family and that the rules of the 
family hold good there. We must 
ask him to give his services. The 
society of the future is to be no 
place for loafers. : 

“The society of the future is to 
be no place for men and women 


‘who enjoy without giving service, 


but the society of the future must 
provide that men and women who 
are anxious to give service which 
will entitle them to an honest and 
an honorable living—the society of 
the future must give them the op- 
portunity to do ‘hat service. That 
is the problem we are up against 
today. ' 

“And, again, as your president 
said, it is not a national problem. 
If I had had time to go out to the 
west, to have talked, say, to your 
farmers, your farmers, puzzled, with

The Chinese dug 
in and succeeded in halting the Jap- 
anese infantry.

TIENTSIN, China, April 27.—The | 
sudden withdrawal of Japanese 
troops from the coastal area of 
Northern China was attributed by 
some Chinese leaders today to trou- 
ble brewing between Japan and 
Russia'in Manchuria. : 

An Associated Press. dispatch 
from Moscow told of a Soviet re- 
port that the Japanese army in: 
Manchuria had approved a plan to 
seize the Chinese EKaster# Railway 
from Soviet Russia. The report, 
received in Moscow from Khaba- 
rovsk, Siberia, quoted “competent 
sources.” 

The Chinese say that the firm 
stand taken by Russia in protest- 
ing against the severing of the 
railroad’s connections into Siberia 
and the seizure of trains by Man- 
chukuo guards has forced Japan 
to send its army north. The rail- 
road, built by Russia, is jointly op- 
erated by Russia and Manchukuo. 

Other Chinese thought the fact 
that Japanese and Chinese. officials 
were going to Washington in the 
next few weeks to participaté in 
President Roosevelt's discussions of 
world problems was a factor in the 
sudden troop withdrawals from un- 
disputable Chinese territory. 

Chinese Advance 30 Miles. 

Whatever the motives, the Jap- 
anese were retiring over territory 
they had seized in a series of costly 
battles in the last few weeks. The 
Chinese forces which were driven 
across the Lwan River a weck ago 
have advanced about 30 miles in 
the wake of the Japanese. . 


Chinese were reported back again 
in Changli, seat of an American 
Methodist mission, which had been 
seized by the Japanese and Man- 
chukuo troops April 18. The Jap- 
anese withdrawal was reported to 
be continuing in the direction of 


garrisons along the Great Wall of 
China in the Shanhaikwan district. 

The Japanese were expected to 
quit the whgle stretch of about 55 
miles along the Peiping-Shanhaik- 
| wan Railway between the Liwan 
River and the Shih River between 
Chinwangtao and Shanhaikwan. 
The Shih River was the original 
limit of the Japanese advance early 
last January after Shanhaikwan 
was captured. 

The action has disappointed Chi- 
nese politicians, who were seeking 
to seft up a separate government 
in the Tientsin-Peiping area with

MISS PERKINS REVISES 


To Model Department After 
Wagner Bill Abolishing 
Old System. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 27. — Al- 
most complete abolition of the pres- 
ent Federal employment’ service 
and credtion in its stead of an er- 
ganization fashioned along the lines 
of the Wagner bill pocket vetoed 
two years ago by President Hoover 
Was announced yesterday by Sec- 
retary Frances Perkins. 

She said the service had “proved 


to be too unsatisfactory to warrant! 


its continuance.” The offices of the 
veterans’ and farm labor divisions 
will be continued for the present, 
with records of the other offices 
scattered over the country trans- 
ferred immediately to state and 
local authorities. 

The new service will be based 
upon two principles, described by 
the secretary in a statement as fol- 
lows: 

“The direct operation of public 
employment offices is best done by 
state and local governments. 

“The function of the Federal 
Government is to assist state and 
local governments to develop and 
maintain and expand adequate em- 
ployment services - ‘ith high stand- 
ards and commen procedures and 
to weld them together in an effec- 
tive and nationwide system.”

Work on the Municipal Auditori- 
um, Fourteenth and Market streets, 
has progressed to a point permit- 
ting visualization of its finished ap- 
pearance. It may be finished next 
January or February. 

Principal units are a great hall, 
called the arena, to seat 12,061 per- 
sons; @ music hall to seat 3555, and 
g huge exhibition floor and four 
assembly halls, to seat 750 each. 
The auditorium will contain 18, 
900,000 cubic feet of space. It will 
pe the second largest structure in 
the city, ranking after the , Bevo 
Building, Broadway and Pestalozzi 
street. 

The arena portion will not be 
completed at this time, as the city’s 
$5,000,000 bond issue for.the audi- 
torium will not stretch far enough. 
This extensive hall will be avail- 
able, however, for some uses, by in- 
stalling temporary seats. 

Principal work going on now is 
the framing and pouring of the 


® concrete balcony of the arena—an 


integral part of the building—the 
pouring of concrete floors in the 
north end and installation of elec- 
tric conduits and heating and ven- 
tilating equipment. When concrete 
is dumped into a section of the 
balcony, designed to hold 360 seats, 
a 24-hour job lies before three 
shifts of workmen to finish the 
unit before the material sets. The 
task goes on at night under elec- 


y tric lights. 


179 Feet of Steel. 

The steel framework has been 
erected over the notthern, or music 
hall, section, rising 147 feet above 
the street. When the concrete 
frame of the arena is finished, steel 
will be placed above it to a height 
of 170 feet, with huge spans across 
the hall.

Washed, 
humidified air, at the proper tem- 
perature for summer or winter, will 
be circulated by a ventilating sys- 
tem. The metal ducts for the air 
are now being placed. Outlets will 
be concealed at Hghting fixtures 
and inlets will be at the bases of 
columns. The system will circu- 
late 1,250,000 cubic feet of air a min- 
ute, according to Ralf Toensfeldt, 
consulting engineer for the Plaza 
Commission, the designers. 


To wash and cool the air, at the 
maximum, will require 7000 gallons 
of water a minute. Inasmuch as a 
fountain is planned as a central 
feature of Memorial Plaza, Toens- 
feldt has proposed using this water 
to supply the fountain. He would 
illuminate the fountain at night 
with colored lights. Incidentally, 
this use would cool the water be- 
fore it returned to its primary pur- 


pose. 
From the stage lighting control 
room to the stage switchboard 
there will be 100 miles of wires. 
In the arena and music hall will 
be a mile and a quarter of coves 
for concealed illumination. On 
either side of the stage: will be 
dressing rooms to accommodate 
700 persons. Tucked away on up- 
per levels will be shops for scene 


painters, carpenters and a black- 
smith. |

Judge Hears Objections to Let- 
ting of Ambassador and 
Grand Central. 


Federal Judge Davis took under 
advisement today a-proposed con- 
tract to lease the Ambassador and 
Grand-Central theaters to interests 
of: the three Skouras brothers, for- 
merly leading movie theater opera- 
tors here.
